Fourth Republic's Troubles 

Parties, Economics Decide 
French Republic Problems 




The success of Frarue's^Fotirth 

Republic depends on the economic 
development 'in the .western world, 
on ! the economic situation in 
France Itself,, apd on tlîe rearma- 
ment question in Germany. 

This was the opinion of Mr. Cran- 
; ford Pratt in his .; address to the 
Internatlonal'Relatiohs Club yester- 
day.' Mr, Pratt, a Rhodes Scholar, 
Is now lecturing In Political Science 
at McGllL 

Speaking on Frcnch«,,DolIllcs 
since the war, he discussed iiiê ex- 
tent ; to - which French • politics are 
mastering the challenges '.of totali- 
tarianism, and thfi extent to which 
the situation Is bccomhig worse. 

He stated that at the end of the 
war, there wçs strong. Xeellrig. in 
France , against,' the" establishment 
of the new republli^lniaccordancc 
with the system "ofMhFThIrd Re- 
public. However, the various par- 
ties—the SocialisU, the MRP 
(Popular Republican Movement), 
and the Communists— had no clear 
Idea as to Just what, the new con-i 
stilutlon should be.^,At length a 
constitution ' was passed by a 
majority of S3 per cent, represent- 
ing- only 37 per cent of the total 
population. 

In 1947 the Comn^unlsts were 
forced to withdraw from the gov- 
. ernmcht, and from then on, Mr. 
Pratt explained, three "factors set 
the stage. 

First of all, was the existence of 
a large Communist party, giving 
no support to the govemnwnt The 
revival of ' Rightist forces formed 
the second factor, while the devel- 
opment of a new polltlcaK move- 
ment against the constitution of the' 
Fourth; Republic was the third 
strilclng point. 

The spc-ikcr noted that from the 
end of the war to the 1951 elec- 
tion, the French people have seen 
eleven successive ' governments, 
Tills state of affairs arises -from 
two main reasons: 

The coalition Issue is ,of prime 
importance in analyzslng the situ- 
ation. Each new coalition embraces 
the same parties, and the differ- 
> tnccs between the parties prove fco 
high a fence to climb. 

Then there Is the fact that the 



government In France Is politically 
unpopular. "Whenever a party Joins 
the coalition, the decline In that 
party's popularity is more than 
marked. For the same reason,, it 
can be seen ,thot'each party shies 
away from undertaking the Minis- 
try of Finance. ' 

Religious differences, claimed the 
speaker, also play a large role in 
the party difficulties. The M.RJ». 
Is Catholic. The Socialists are anti- 
clerical. Then there are the Com- 
munists. • •^■-."i : 
.*Mr. Pratt felt/ toal If the gov- 
érnment Is able to steer the peo- 
ple away from extreme right and 
left in the next few years, the 
Fourth Republic^ may. be able to 
stand on ItsVfeet'SAt present there 
is a . right wing coalition In France 
which by itself has a 'majority. If 
this can be maintained, there will 
be a positive government in France.

Stajes* Evidence. "Accomplices'. . . have In many 
cases a very direct 'motive for implicating the 
accused persons", viz. to escape personal difflcul- 
.ties.- There Is "danger of convictions on untrust- 
worthy evidence ^ J... ^whlcK has been minimized 
(in many htiind^^ds'of cases)- by giving thoi accom- 
plice a free pardon before he gives evidence, or by 
sentencing him before he docs so; and even then 
the need for corroboration of his evidence by inde- 
pendent witnesses,, free from taint of complicity, 
is always iempfiasized."

^< .The Rosenbergs may, however, disregarding all 
the above, be still guilty, pommutation of the deaths, 
sentence to life imprisonment; by President Tiiu^ïl^ 
will at least, leave open the possibility that 'S*^ 
less hysterical (I hope) future the Rosenbergs will 
be alive, if their sentence It reversed. Tbe U.S. 
had one Sacco and VendzettI fiasco in 1826. World- 
'_3Ô^5P?*'* movements were formed. Still Sacco 
na^Vendiettl died. 25 years later their Innocence 
was substantiated. However Sacco and VendzettI 
are dead "Further, the Rosenbergs have a tmique.' 
sentence in that no civil court in U.S. histon^pj 
ever sentenced anyone to death, even In wartime.^ 
It will be dlsasterous to the U.S. if the Rosenbergs 
are unnecessarily made niartyrs. ■

In 'Frisco Crash 

San Francisco, Dec. 11.— j— A 
grinding collision at slow speed 
sent the 416 -foot Norwegian 
freighter Fcrastream to' the bottom 
of San Francisco 'Bay today. 

The crew of 40 and 11 passengers, 
including four children, were 
picked ,up safely by the Coast 
Guard and by commercial ' craft 
Just before tbe conlbiiiatlon freight 
and passenger - vessel sanl^ stern 
first, about midway between Gol- 
den Gate Bridge and Alcatraz 
Prtaon.

However, he. dismissed this as un- 
tenable, since many Jews retain 
promliient positions behind the Iron 
Curtain, 

■A second Idea was that tKejirials 
werç designed to deter Jews in 
Soviet territory from ■ association 
with their brethren abroad. He dis 
counted' this, feeling it to be too 
spectacular a theory, and thus to be 
invalid. , 

Thirdly, there is the hypothesis 
^V^a^i^M^ay have been an 
attmpPto curry favour with the 
Arabs by an anti-Israeli policy 
This Is refuted by impartial Soviet 
actions in the United Nations as 
to the Israeli-Arab question. 

Goldhagen stressed the fourth 
thèorjr^the scape-goat theory. In 
Czechoslovakia the economic situ- 
ation has deteriorated so 'greatly, 
and discontent is so rife, that it 
is plausible that the Communists 
may have found it necessary to de- 
tract from the faults of their own 
system. 

He concluded by remarking that
